enongh food for the Allied Ar- 
mies and Civilhans, but the 
wonderful Western Canadian 
crop of 1915 assured the neces- 
sary supplies of foodstuffs. This 
year Western farmers have again 
produced a great surplus of 
wheat, which is certainly the 
world’s most important war 
munition, for no army can fight 
without food, and of all foods 


that are reyuired by soldiers, 
none quite compare with good 
bread made from high quality 
wheat. 


The news, which Mr Crerar 
is taking with him, of this gen- 
erous supply of fine Canadian 
wheat, will unquestionably be 
heartily welcomed by Great 
Britain and her Allies.
